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HISTORY OF THE LANG AND COWAN FAMILIES 
JUNE 1990 ; 


On behalf of the 12" family reunion of the Lang and Cowan families of McIntosh , Alabama. This is our 
fourth, three-day family reunion in the 12 years. One in Lucedale, MS; Mobile, AL; Los Angeles, CA, and 
Houston, TX. We have been trying all of these years to meet other descendants of Henry Lang. 


The grandchildren of Prince Albert and Eliza Lang Cowan started this family reunion. Eliza Lang is a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Lang of McIntosh, AL. The other children of Henry Lang were three girls, 
(one named Patsy) and one boy, Richard (Dick) Lang. The two other girls, I do not remember their names. 
One married a Reed, one a Miles, and one a Woodyard. 


Prince Albert Cowan married Eiza Lang in McIntosh and in early 1860 moved to Mobile, Alabama where 
Eliza joined Stone Street Baptist Church. I do not know how long they lived in Mobile before moving to 
Mississippi. 


The children of Eliza Lang Cowan (6 girls and 3 boys) are listed as follows: Lucy, Mary, Alice, Albert, 
Millie, Mack, Annie, Vassie and Henry (who died at 12 yrs old). 


My mother was Mary Cowan, four of her cousins came to Mississippi and often stayed in our home, the 
were Lorenzer Lang, Daniel Reed, Frank Miles and Stephen Miles. I have met quite a few Langs and 
Reeds since my mother passed. Two car loads of us went to McIntosh in the early 60’s to see my mothers 
first cousin, Lorenzer Lang Nelson, Uncle Dick Lang’s daughter and her family. Valmor Nelson and wife 
came to one family reunion picnic and Rev. William Lang conducted the revival at our church in 


Mississippi. 


I haven’t said anything about my grandfather, Prince Albert Cowan who married my grandmother, Eliza 
Lang, because his father was His mother’s slave master and we did not have any connection with his 
ancestors. The Cowans (Caucasians) here in Mobile and in upper Alabama are his people. My mother said 
her grandmother Cowan was freed from slavery and given lots of gold when she left. 


My mother, Mary Cowan Reeves was born in 1866, and married David Ira Reeves. They had 12 children, 
lived on a large farm where everyone had to work to help make a living. Mary Cowan Reeves seemed to 
have a medical mind, loving to work with sick people. Every time someone was sick in the community 
they would come and get her; even if the doctor came the wanted her there too. That medical mind seems 
to have gone out into her grandchildren. Presently there are three doctors, seven nurses (R.N.’s) and one 
pharmacist, and what do you think, I loved to work with people so after I raised seven children, I became a 
Nurses Aide.

Courtney family has been reconstructed 
from census records and the few family 
records available to the writer. It is very 
possible that there are some errors in the 
original census records and in the writer’s 
interpretation of the records. 

Records are on file that reveal the 
Courtney Family to be one of the oldest and 
illustrious families of England and America. 
Members of the family arrived in America 
in the early 1600s. John and Thomas 
Courtney are famous for their work in help- 
ing to establish the Baptist churches 
throughout the South. How James Courtney 
is related to these early immigrants is 
unknown. More research is needed to com- 
plete the family history of this Jackson 
County family.

COWAN FAMILY 
F130 

The Cowan family, which has deep roots 
in Jackson County, settled first in Madison 
County, then moved to Harrison County and 
later Jackson County. Decatur Douglas 
Cowan became prominent in Government in 
Ocean Springs and Pascagoula. 

Mr. Cowan, a pioneer in education in south 
Mississippi, became familiarly known as 
“Professor D.D.” Born in Handsboro on 
July 2, 1850, he received a teaching cer- 
tificate from the old Handsboro College. 
After teaching for a time in Harrison 
County, which he represented in the 
Legislature in 1884-88, he moved to Ocean 
Springs, where he became public school prin- 
cipal. When Ocean Springs became an 
incorporated town in 1893, he was elected its 
first mayor, serving for two years while con- 
tinuing as principal. 

In 1896, Mr. Cowan was elected 
superintendent of education of Jackson 
County, serving for nine years. After serv- 
ing a short unexpired term as sheriff, he 
moved to Harrison County, where he went 
into the insurance and lumber business. But 
he always returned to his first love, teaching, 
serving in his later years as principal of the 
Advance Consolidated and Fernwood 
Schools, and teaching at Handsboro and 
Mississippi City. More than a half century 
of work in education won him wide respect. 

Son of pioneer Hansboro merchant Robert 
Clifton Cowan, who had immigrated from 
County Derry, Ireland, to Mississipi in the 
early 1800s, Mr. Cowan got started on his 
teaching career in a one-room public school 
in the Woolmarket community. It was there 
he met Lillian Louise Grayson, whom he 
married in 1879. Miss Grayson was the 
daughter of Anne and Thomas W. Grayson, 
the son of Samuel Grayson, an Englishman 
who was among the first settlers of Jasper 
County. The Hyde family came to America 
from England, also. Thomas Grayson was 
born in Paulding in 1825. He moved to 
Woolmarket prior to the Civil War, and to 
Ocean Springs after the war. Five children 
were born of the Cowan-Grayson union: 
Robert Clifton, Mary Ella, Desiree, Carrie 
Thorne and Decatur Douglas, Jr. Mary Ella 
became Mrs. David Holman; Desiree, Mrs. 
Walter M. Shepherd and Carrie Thorne, Mrs. 
Arthur W. Lang. All are now deceased. 


Clifton, after graduating from the 
University of Mississippi, practiced law in 
Scranton (later Pascagoula), and was elected 
floater representative to the Legislature 
from Jackson and Harrison Counties in 
1904. After moving to Gulfport, he became 
Harrison County prosecuting attorney in 
1910 and in 1919 was elected district at- 
torney for the Coast counties, serving for 
eight years. He did not run for re-election in 
1928, but again sought the office in 1933 and 
was elected, serving until his death in 1945. 
Decatur, Jr. became a railroad agent in 
Mobile, and then a night club manager in 
New Orleans. : 

Lillian Grayson Cowan died in 1892 in 
Ocean Springs. Ten years after her death, 
Decatur Douglas Cowan married Mary 
Hermina Jonte. While serving as education 
superintendent, he was required to reside in 
Pascagoula. He lived at the home of John B. 
Delmas, whose daughter Isabella and niece 
Mary Hermina Jonte ran a boarding house. 

Jonte was the daughter of Mary Harriett 
Delmas, daughter of John B. Delmas, and 
Joseph H. Jonte. She was the grand- 
daughter of Captain John Grant, father of 
Mary Elizabeth Grant who was the wife of 
John B. Delmas. She was the granddaughter 
of Valentine Delmas, born in 1789 in 
Pascagoula, and Marie Josephine Krebs 
whom Delmas married in 1812. Marie 
Josephine Krebs was the daughter of Joseph 
Rene Krebs, a son of Hugo Ernestus Krebs, 
a native of Neumagen, Germany, an early 
Pascagoula settler. 

Hugo Krebs was first married to Marie 
Josepha de la Pointe, daughter of Jeanne 
Poluot and Joseph de la Pointe, who came 
to Mississippi from Quebec, Canada. In 
1715, Gov. LaMothe Cadillac of Louisiana 
granted de la Pointe half of Massacre Island 
to be used as a cattle range. A hurricane in 
1717 wiped out most of the Island, with the 
result that the de la Pointes moved to the 
area that became Pascagoula. Thus, the 
Jonte ancestry on the Gulf Coast dates to 
1715, only 16 years following the landing at 
Ocean Springs and Biloxi of the LeMoyne 
Brothers - Pierre, Sieur d’Iberville, Jean 
Baptiste and Sieur d’Bienville. 

Five children were born of the Cowan - 
Jonte union. They include: William 
Murdock, a hotelman who is deceased. 
Morris Joseph, a retired Gulfport 
businessman. Walter Greaves, a retired New 
Orleans newspaper editor and Mary 
Elizabeth Cowan Grishman, a Biloxi 
buisnesswoman. Isabella died in infancy. 
Decatur Douglas Cowan died in January of 
1929 and his widow died in January of 1930. 
Both are buried at Gulfport.

COWART, EZEKIEL 
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William Cowart born 1670 and Mary, his 
wife, were in Chowan Precinct, NC in 1717. 
William was a cooper and a farmer. William 
and Mary Cowart had a son John born about 
1693 who married Elizabeth Griffin, and 
they lived in Bertie County, NC. John and 
Elizabeth Griffin Cowart had four sons: 
William, John, Edward and Benjamin. 
Edward Cowart born about 1719 married a 
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Roberts, probably the daughter of James 
Roberts in Dobbs County, NC. They had ten 
children. One of these children was Ezekiel 
born about 1748 who married Elizabeth 
Barfield. Ezekiel (Sr.) and Elizabeth Barfield 
Cowart had 11 children. Of these eleven 
children, eight moved to Mississippi by 
1820. 

Ezekiel Cowart born about 1769 married 
Margaret Cochran in Barnwell District 
South Carolina on Feb. 25, 1797 according 
to his War of 1812 Pension Application. By 
1811 Ezekiel and Margaret were in 
Mississippi Territory. Ezekiel and Margaret 
Cochran Cowart had probably 16 children. 
From this family came many of the present 
day citizens of Jackson, George and Greene 
Counties, MS. 

The names of all of Ezekiel and Margaret 
Cochran Cowart’s children are not known. 
Some of them were John born about 1801 in 
South Carolina, lived in Greene County, MS 
and married to Mary Busby; James born ca 
1810 married Nancy Harriett Ward 
Stringfellow, Greene County, MS; Delphia 
born about 1804, first wife of Matthew 
Moody; Elizabeth born about 1812, married 
James Adams, Greene County, MS; 
Washington born about 1813 married Bede; 
Jesse born about 1814 married Mary; 
Wesley born about 1815 married Susannah; 
Nancy born about 1816 married John 
Brannan; Sarah married David G. Chadwick 
and moved to Mobile County, AL; Henry 
born 1827 married Margaret; Edward born 
1829 married Nellie Brannan; Charlotte 
Cowart born about 1828 married Lewis H. 
Adams. 

The sons of Wyatt Adams of Jackson 
County married the daughters of Ezekiel 
Cowart of Jackson and Greene Counties, 
MS. Lewis H. Adams married in 1854, 
Charlotte Cowart. Lewis H. Adams and 
Charlotte had five children. Lewis H. Adams 
was killed by a man named Grimes while on 
his way to Mobile from the Rocky Creek area 
of George County in 1861 or 1862. Robbery 
was the motive. Grimes was tried, imprison- 
ed and then released to serve in the 
Confederate States Army. 

James Adams and Elizabeth Cowart 
married in 1849. They had three children 
before James Adams died in 1859. 

Henry Adams, half-brother of James and 
Lewis Adams, married the granddaughter of 
Ezekiel Cowart, Mary Joanna Broadus. 
Mary Joanna was the daughter of Thomas 
Broadus and Julia Cowart. Julia Cowart was 
the daughter of John Cowart and Mary 
Busby. 

Ezekiel Cowart died March 1, 1874 at the 
residence of his son-in-law John Brannon at 
the age of 105.

Two former lieutenant governors of 
the State of Mississippi are sleeping the 
years away in well-maintained ceme- 
teries in Jackson County. 

They are Martin McKay Evans who 
held the State’s second highest office 
from January 13, 1890, until January 
20, 1896, and Jacob Buehler (Billy) 
Snider, lieutenant governor from Janu- 
ary 7, 1936, to January 2, 1940. 

Mr. Evans was born in Handsboro in 
1850, and died Oct, 9, 1911, in Mount 
Olive. He is buried in Griffin Cemetery 
in Moss Point. Mr. Snider was born 
June 17, 1886, in Greenwood, died in 
Pascagoula March 15, 1966, and was 
interred in Jackson County Memorial 
Park in Pascagoula.

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Doing business in Senatobia as the 
Democrat Publishing Company, he ac- 
quired the Tate County Democrat, and 
as the years moved along adced five 
more.

Lorenzo Nerre DAnTZzLer. 


L. N. Dantzler was born December 31, 1833, in Greene 
County, Miss.; and died December II, 1906, in Moss Point, 
Miss. He graduated at Centenary College, Louisiana, in 
1851, and when twenty-one years of age entered the cotton 


business in Mobile, Ala. He -served in the 21st Alabama 


Regiment as a private, and was wounded at Shiloh, He was 
then assigned to the secret service of the Confederate govern- 
ment, in which he continued to the close of the war. Im- 
mediately after the war he removed to Moss Point and en- 


gaged: in the lumber business as a member of the firm of : 
William Griffin & Co.; and after the dissolution of this firm, 


he continued the business alone, finally incorporating the firm 
of L. N. Dantzler Lumber Company, of which he was presi- 
dent. This firm operated seven mills with an output of one 
hundred million feet of lumber anntally. Its real est2te pos- 
sessions comprise about 300,000 acres of timber land. 

A sense of gratitude to this noble man indzces more than 
the brief mention as above supplied. A few months before
